Monster Program Is Held 
Up Because of High 
Costs for Labor in This 
City. 


While St. Louis was eighteenth 
among the cities with building pere 
mits exceeding $1,000,000 in 1921, 
having a total of $16,631,305 for the 


year, it shows a gain of more than 
100 per cent for the first two months 
of this year, with a total for the two 
months of $2,405.265, as compared 
to $1,047,870 in the first two months 
of 1921. 

This large increase would indicate 
at first glance that the industry wae 
being rapidly revived here but bulld- 
ers take a contrary view. They 
point out that all save two of the 
cities that led St. Louis last year in

draft of the Irish Constitution, which 
had been completed by a committee 
of which Darrell Figgis is acting 
chairman, was submitted today to 
the provisional Government for any 
changes that are deemed necessary. 

The Constitution does not bind its 
people forever to the Irish Free 
State. and contains nothing forbid- 
ding them from continuing a strug- 
gle for complete independence, ac- 
cording to reliable sources. 

The Constitution includes North- 
east Ulster in the Free State. The 
six counties would retain the powers 
they now possess, having their own 
Legislatures, functioning similarly to 
the Legislatures of the Canadian 
provinces or the states in the United 
States, with certain restrictions.
